At this time, Sir I homes Maddiford, Kt. (a Native alſo of this County, being born at 
Exeter) was Governour of that Iſland : who being informed of what had paſs'd, cauſed 
the Swallow Ketch to be Refirted, and Eight Guns to be put on Board her ;. and being now 
well Mann'd and Provided, he ordered her to go in purſuit of the Pyrate. Accordingly ſhe 
did ſo, with Mr. Peach on Board her; in which Expedition, this our Mr. Berry was become

To Sea they go, and after three Weeks time, they found the Pyrate Riding in a Bay, at 
Hipaniola ; who had on Board her eighty Men, and ſeven Guns: whereas the Swallow had 
eight Guns, and but forty Men. When Captain Inſam came near the Pyrate, his Courage 
fagg d; infomuch, at length, he plainly told his Company, 'That the Blades they were about to 
Attaque, were Men at Arms, and had been bred Buchaneers, and were abundantly $ uperior to them; 
both in Arms and Men. Unto whem, Lieutenant Berry, with undaunted Courage, Replyed, 
That they themſelves likewiſe, were Men at Arms; That they were come thither to ſerve their 
King ana Country ; and that if the Captains Courage fail'd him, he might go off the Deck. To 
this brave Propofal, all the Crew conſented, and fully refolv'd to Board the Pyrate ; though 
indeed at great Diſadvantage, for the Pyrate Riding at Anchor to the Windward, the Swal. 
bw was forced to make two Trigs under her Lee; upon whom the Pyrate fired two Broad- 
des, with ſome Vollies of Small-ſhot ; but they never fired a Gun in anſwer, before they 
Boarded her on the Bow, then firing in a Broad- ſide, they killed the Pyrate IT wenty Two 
of his Men; and withal, getting on Board, they Fought on the Deck, until they came on 
tothe Main-maſt ; at what time they called to the Doctor and the Mate, to go over Board, 
and hang by the Rudder, which they did accordingly : So Fighting on with Reſolution and 
Conduct, they took the Pyrate, and put all to the Sword, except ſeven of his Men which 
were Wounded ; who being brought into Jamaica by the Swallow, they were Tryed by a 


Court Martial, and being found guilty of ſeveral Piracies and Depradations, were ſenten- 
ced to Death, and Executed accordingly. In all which Action, what is a wonderful Provi- 
eace, the Swallow loſt but one Man. and that was the Boatſwain's Mate. 
However, Matters muſt not reſt ſo: Being returned to Jamaica, Captain Inſam, greatly 
algoſted at what had hapned, brought Mr. Ferry upon his Tryal, before a Court- Martial, 
for uſurping, as he ſaid, the Captain's Office; but upon a full hearing of the Matter, the 
Governour and the Court were fo fully ſatisfied of the Buſineſs, that they ordered the Cap- 
tan to take Mr. Berry on Board him again, and live peaceably with him; which accordingly

Soon after this Return of his, the War with Holand broak out; at which time Mr. Berry

Indies, returned 
for England; where he was ever after employed in the Royal Navy, either Abroad againſt 
the Turks, or at Home againſt the Dutch; or upon ſome other important Occaſions. | 

Not long aſter his Return, there fell out a more than ordinary Neceſſity for Men of Cap-

King's Reſtauration, broke out, wherein were Engaged, the Engliſh and French on the 
one Party, againſt the ſeven Provinces on the other. At this time, Captain Berry had the 
Command given him of a very ſtout Ship, of ſeventy Guns, called the Reſolution. On 
the eight and twentieth of May that Year, the Fleets met in Sowthwoid Bay, upon the Coaſt 
of Suffolk (though the French ſeemed to come rather to Learn the Art of Naval Fighting, 
than to Fight) and there began a bloody and doubtful Engagement. In which Action, 
Captain Berry obſerving the General, viz. his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York. at that 
time Lord High Admiral of England, hardly beſet by the Enemy left his Station, and came 
in to his Relief; where the Service prov'd fo very Hot, that in leis than two Hours time, 


alſo, he was forced to go out of the Line of Battel, to ſtop and mend his Leaks : which ha- 
ving done, in leſs than an Hours time he fell into his Place again. In which Action, Captain 
Berry behaved himſelf ſo very well, that his Majeſty, King Charles the Second, coming on 
Board the Royal Soveraign at the Boy of the Ore, to welcome his Brother, was there pleaſed 


Some Yearsafter this, the King apprehending ſome Dangers might ariſe, from the great 
Prejudice, divers potent Men, as well in the Houſe of Lords, as Commons, had taken up 
againſt his Royal Brother, the Duke of Tork : to avoid the Storm, he ordered his Royal 
Highneſs to withdraw into Scotland, under the Character of Lord High Commiſſioner of 
that Kingdom. Sir John Berry was appointed to carry him thither by Sea, in the Gloceſter 
Frigat. But by the Wilfulneſs of the Pilot, and the Obſtinacy of the Duke, in adheringto 
the ſaid Pilot's: Advice, depending too much upon that old Adage - Periti in ſui artibw 
ſunt Credendi — the Ship was caſt away, and near three hundred Men periſhed in the Wa- 
ters: but without the leaſt Imputation on Sir John Berry's part; for he plainly laid before 
his Royal Highneſs, the Danger they would incur, if they continued to ſteer the Courk 
they were then in. But all in vain, for the Duke of York did ſo much depend upon the Pi: 
lot's Judgment, that no Perſwaſions could move him to alter the Courſe, or lie ſtill until the 
Morning. So that they ſoon ſell into that extream Danger, which proved Fatal to molt of 
them. In this urmoſt Peril of their Lives, Sir John Berry ſhewed a wonderful Conduct and 
Preſence of Mind; and under God, was the main Inſtrument of preſerving his Royal

the Univerſity, for three Years together: in all which time, he ſhewed himſelf a prudent 

and: vigilant Governor. And though the Times, that then were, were very dangerous aud 
tickliſh, and the Mouths of the Men in Power, began to water upon the Colleges, and thi 

Revenues thereunto belonging, yet the Doctor ſtoutly defended his Poſt, maintained thi 
Rights and Liberties of the Uhiverſity, and kept all in peace and quiet. 

Upon the 24th of Aug. 1662, Dr. Conant left his ReQorſhip of Exeter College, and tit 
Univerſity, both at once; and that upon the account of {ome inſuperable Scruples, at tha

Storms, and leſs welcom Calms, being in the Boſom of the burning Zone, not without the 
Affrights of flaſhing Lightnings, and terrifying Clapsof Thunder, yet till with the admixtur 
of many Comforts; for being but 1 furniſhed with Freſh-water, and meeting no con 
venient Place to get a Supply, yet, for ſeventeen days together, were their Neceſſities co, 
ſtantly ſupplied with Rain water; nor was their Fleet, in all that time, diſperſed, nor lol 
company, except a Portugal Prize (they had er, for one day, which then came in agb 
to their great comforts; the Loſs whereof, would have defeated the Voyage. 

Among many other ſtrange Creatures which pace ſaw, they heedfully took notice of one 
as ſtrange as any, the ke Fiſh : A Fiſh of the bigneſs and proportion of a reaſonahlg 

Pilchard ; whoſe Eins are of the length of His whole Body, from the bulk to the top of th 
Tail, bearing the form, and ſupplying the like uſe to him, that Wings do to Fawl, by th 
help of which, when he is chaſed of the Bonito, or great Mackerel, and hath not ſtrengt 
to eſcape hy ſwiming any longer, he litteth up himſelf above the Water, and flicth a prety 
beighth,; but after ſome ten or twelve ſtroaks, the Fins becoming dry, he mult needs int 
the Water again, and ſome fall into Boats and Ships as they paſs along.

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«vn Ocean, Which would be Serviceable to his Country for the future, they concluded to 
5nd out 4 converitent Place for Trimming their Ship, and getting neceſſary Proviſions aboard: 
Which at length the did, at the Iſle of Clinos, at what time there hapned a terrible Earth- 
quake, ſo violent, that. their Ship and Pinnace, though near an Engliſh Mile from the 
chear, trembled and ſhook, as if on dry Land. © 4 5 +. 

Gailing from hence, they came to Guatulco, Inhabited by Spaniards; where, by Tra- 
ding, they ſupplied themſelves with: Bread; and, at their departure, forgar not to take a- 
ſong with them a Por, of about a Buſhel full of Rials of Plate, they found in the Town, 
with a Chain of Gold, and other Jewels, which they intreated a Spaniard, who was flying 
away with them, to leave behind. Next day, they went directly to Sea, and in little more 
than ſix Weeks, they failed fourteen hundred Leags; where the Weather was ſo ſtrangely 
altered, from Heat to Cold, as that they ſeemed rather in the Frozen Zone, than ſo near 
the Sun. By reaſon of which, the Ropes of the Ship grew ſo ſtiff, and their Hands ſo be- 
num'd, that ſix Men were hardly able to perform what was wont to be done by three; 
whereby a ſuddain and great Diſcouragement ſeized upon the Minds of the Men; yet 
would not the General be diſcouraged, but as well by comfortable Speeches of God's Pro- 
vidences, as by his own chearful Example, he put a new Lite into them all, and every Man 
became reſolved to ſee what good was to be done that way : Wherefore Sailing on, they, a- 
while after, fell in with a convenient Harbor, and came to Anchor there. 

The next day, che People of the Country ſhewed themſelves, ſending off a Man in a 
Canow, who, at a reaſonable diſtance, made a ſolemn Oration, after his manner, uſing, 
in the delivery thereof many Geſtures and Signs. The General's Ship having received a 
Leak at Sea, they hal'd her nearer the Shoar, with deſign to Repair her : Landing there- 
fore his Men, he made all neceſſary Precaution for their Defence. Which when the People 
of the Country perceived, as Men ſet on Fire for Defence of their Country, in great Com- 
panies, with ſuch Weapons as they had, they came doin unto them, but with no Hoſtile 
Meaning, or Intent to Hurt them, ſtanding, -when they drew near, as Men raviſhed in 
their Minds, with the ſight of ſuch Things, as they never had ſeen or heard of before that 
time; their Errand being rather with Submiſſion, to worſhip them as Gods, than to have 
any War with them as Mortal Men. And great Numbers of them. leaving their Wives 
and Children behind them, came with their Preſents, or rather Sacrifices, in ſuch fort, as if 
they had appeared before a God indeed; thinking themſelves happy that they might have 
acceſs unto the General, but much more happy, when they ſaw that he would receive at 
their hands, thoſe Things which they had ſo willingly preſented ; and, no doubt, thought 
themſelves neareſt unto God, when they ſtood next him. 5] 5 

The King alſo of the Country (a Man of comly Preſence and Stature), attended with a 
Guard of an Hundred Men, comes in Perſon, and makes his Supplications to the General, 
that he would be the King and Governor of their Country; to whom they were willing to 
relign the Government of themſelves and their Poſterity. And the. more fully to declare 
their meaning, the King, with all the reſt, unanimouſly ſinging a Song, joy fully ſer the 
Crown upon his Head, inriching his Neck with Chains, and honoring him. with the Title 
of Hiob; concluding with a Dance and Song of Triumph, that they were not only viſited 
4 the Gods, as they judged them, but that they had a great God become their King and 

atron. "9 F F 
The General, obſerving them ſo freely to offer all this to him, was unwilling to diſoblige 
them, ſeeing he was neceſſitated to ſtay longer with them; and therefore in the Name, and 
forthe Uſe, of Queen Elizabeth, he took the Scepter, Crown, and Dignity of that Land 
upon him, and called this Country Nova Albion, becaule of its white Cliffs towards the 
3 Fas for that its Name might have ſome likeneſs to England, which was formerly ſo 
called. - 0 1 EA 

Before they went hence, the General cauſed a Monument to be erected, alerting the 
Right of Q. E/;zabeth and her Succeſſors to that Kingdom, all engraven in a Plate of Braſs, 
nailed to a firm Poſt ; with the time of their Arrival, and the free Reſignation of their 
Country, by the King and People, into their Hands; with the Queen's Arms, and under-

Departing thence, to the great Sorrow of this poor People, the General obſerving, that 
he could not find a Paſſage thro? theſe Northern Parts, bent his Courſe Eaftward, to run ta 
the Molucca Iflends. And touching at Terrenats, he was by the King thereof, a true Gentle- 
man Pagan, moſt honorably Entertained. The King telling General Drake, That they and 
be were all of one Religion, in this reſpect; that they believed not in Gods made of Stocks and 
Stones, as did the Portagees. And farther, at his departure, he furniſhed him with all the 

Neceſſaries that he wanted. C NT | IE: | 
The General now conſidering that his Ship, for want of trimming, was grown foul, re- 
ſolved to fall in with ſuch a Place, as might be moſt convenient for ſuch a purpoſe, with which

Having thus happily eſcaped this, with divers other dreadful Dangers, the General thinks 

of returning Home; and paſſing by, and touching at the Iſle of Java he, with many of 

his Men, wentaſhoar, and preſenting the King with their Muſick, they were generouſly 

entertained by him.

Being thus Incorporated into that learned Body, he, in protract of time, became a great 
Ornament to it. When he was about two Years ſtanding, he was choſen Fellow of his 
College; and two Years after, viz. Jan. 15. 1650, he took his firſt Degree in Arts; and 
in April 1653, he proceeded Maſter : About twelve Years after, he accumulated the Degrees 
of Phyſick, and proceeded Batchelor and Doctor of his Faculty at the ſame time (0). 

Being now well Accompliſhed to that purpoſe, as well with Learning, as with the Au- 
thority of Academical Degrees, he reſolved to make Phyſick his ſole profeſſion : For his 
better Practice whereof, about the Year of our Lord 1667, he retired into his Native Coun- 
try, and ſettled himſelf in the gentile City of Exeter; firſt, only as a Tabler in the Houſe 
of his Kindſman, Mr. Robert Davie, Goldſmith ; after that, in the Country, belonging to 
the Cathedral there, where he continued in great Eſteem and Honor many Years, even to 
the time of his Death, „ | „„ 

The Worth of this learned Doctor, I muſt acknowledg ſuch, that he requires a more 
Skilful Pencil to draw him to the Life: I ſhall therefore let that alone, contenting my ſelf 
only with ſome faint Stroaks of him; as one who was Perſonally known to him while a- 


live, and doth till honor his Memory now he is dead. Dr. Davie then (as muſt be granted 


an audatious Ton 


by all that knew him), was a Perſon of excellent Natural Parts, of a quick Fancy, a ready 
Wit, and a ſound Judgment : All which were highly Improved by the Advantage of many 
Years ſtanding, in that moſt excellent Seminary of Vertue and Learning, the Univerſity of 


Oxford, whereby he became an eminent Scholar, and was Well Read, not only in Books re- 


lating to his particular Profeſſion, but in all the polite and curious Parts of Learning. 

If we conſider him as a Phyſician, his Succeſs in Practice was not owing meerly to Ex- 
perience, but (under God) to his Judgment and Learning; by which he comprehended the 
Nature of the Diſeaſe, and ſo could preſcribe thoſe Compoſitions, as could beſt Maſter and 
ſubdue it. He was none of thoſe who deal in Noſtrams, and Bool. Recipes, but had a large 


Stock of Learning and Knowledge of his own to proceed upon; by which, he came to be 


elteemed the great Æſculapius of his time, in theſe Weſtern Parts. | 

He was a witty, as well as a learned Man; yet was he none of thoſe, whoſe Wit out- 
runs their Wiſdom, for the Oſtentation thereof, many times, in a blunt Jeſt, ſhall not care 
what Enemies they make, or Friends loſe: Who are ſo far from Wits, in a ſober Senſe, 
that they are rather like Solomon's Mad man, they throw about Fire-Brands, Arrows, aud 
Death. In whoſe Company, a Man is always in danger of having his Perſon beſpatter ed 
with the Froth of a luxuriant Fancy, or his Reputation blown up with the Wild-Fire o 
> But every one was ſafe and eaſy where the Doctor was, ſecured 
fromthe ſharpneſs of his Wit, by the Interpoſition of his Prudence and Diſcretion, which 
always rendred him deſirable, as well as pleaſant Company. He

He was alſo greatly addicted to the Intereſt of the eſtablſhed Church of England, whoſe 
Cauſe he would, on occaſion, no leſs Zealouſly than Judiciouſly defend; whereby he did 
contribute, not a little, to the Credit and Reputation thereof, in the City where he lived, 
Ye was likewiſe, endow'd with Principles of Duty and Loyalty, to the Crown of England;

Now it hapned, in his time, that Will:em of Ocham, and other Franciſcan Friers, did. in 
their Determinations in the Schools, ſo highly praiſe the Perfection of Poverty, that they 
touched the Pope's Copy hold of Inheritance, aſſetting, That Chriſt and his Apoſtles were ſo 
Poor, that they had nothing traly their own, neither in Special, nor in Common, This was a bold 
Thruſt, for if Poverty was ſo Eſſential to Piety, Papal Pomp and Plenty muſt needs argue 
Profaneneſs. Ocham ſtoutly defended his Cauſe, reducing the Temporal Power of the Pope 
and his Prelates almoſt to nothing: This ſoon awakned the whole Italian Band; away ran 
to Avinion in Fraxce (b) (where bis Holineſs then reſided) ſeveral learned Divines ; among 
others, our William of Exeter, there ſtoutly to maintain, by Diſputation, againſt Ocham, 
the Power of the Church in Temporalibus. But Ocham was ſo Wiſe, that he would chooſe 
to Diſpute the matter, not in the Pope's Court, but the Emperor Lewis the ath's Pallace, to 
whom he applied himſelf, ſaying, Potentiſſime Imperator, defende me gladio, & g defend 
te verbo, Moſt mighty Emperor, defend me with the Sword, and I will defend you with the 
Word.

Ar firſt, the Town of Bytheford, as was ſaid before of Exeter (o), had no other paſſage 
uſually over the River there but by Boat; the breadth and roughneſs whereof upon ties 
was ſuch, as did often put People in jeopardy of their Lives, and ſome were drown'd, to 
the great Grief of the Inhabitants. To prevent which great Inconveniency, ſome did divers 
times and in ſundry places begin to build a Bridg, but no firm Foundation, after often pro!

Thro' this Bridg che Tide of the Severn Sea ſhuteth up daily above two Miles farther into 
the Country, carrying Barges with Stone, Sand, Sea-Coles, and other things, along with it, 
bringing back V Vood, Fuel, Corn, and ſuch like Commodities, to the great Advantage 
both of Town and Country.

tion a third time, here he had under his command both the Scottiſh and the Engliſh For. 
ces: He did great Service againſt the Rebels there, and did manifeſt ſo much Juſtice in the 
civil Adminiſtration of Affairs, that many Reſolutions of his, in caſe of Difference between 
Party and Party, remain without further Controverſy to this Day. And indeed *tis admi- 
rable, that in a barren Country, with ſmall aſſiſtance from Exgland, he did, with Booties 
and good Husbandry, maintain a long and ſharp War with the moſt hardy and ſtout Re. 
bels, under Omen. Roe Oneale; an old experienced Officer, that had trained his Soldiers to a 
notable Experience and Reſolution: And he made him ſo uneafy. in that part of the Coun- 
try, and laid it ſo deſolate, that he was forced to ſeek for new Quarters. © 
In that Year the Scots all forſook his command; and Monro had Os ob ſeize. him; 
but the Collonel, being always upon his Watch, prevented Monro, and ſecured him and 
ſeveral other chief Officers: After which, he is neceſſitated to make an Agreement with 
Oneale for ſome Months, and ſo came over into England. In his way he met with Cromnr, 
ho treated him very kindly; and it concern'd him much ſo to do, it being by his ſpecial 
Order and Command that this Agreemerit was made; which Collonel Monk, Soldier-like, 
- "taking it to himielf, obliged Cromwel to him ever aſter, ooo I 
No hae he leiſure to lee his Friends, being out of all Employment: But long he conti. 
nued not ini a ſtare of Quietneſs; tlie Scots having perfidiouſly fold the Father, thinking to 
make Advantage to the Intereſt of their beloved Covenant, fate up the Son, and crown d 
Him their xing at Scane, having hamper'd him firſt with very hard Conditions. The Eng. 
liſh Common wealths Men did not like this, and fo reſolved to ſend an Army into Scotland; 
Which they did, both of Horſe and Foot, moſt excellently well furniſh'd, under Genen 
Crommel. He would not ſtir without Col. Mont were along with him, and uſed ſuch arti 
fice as he would not be denied his company. Furniſhed with a Regiment, he goes with 
him into Scotland, not having well digeſted the Scottiſh Aﬀeont in the North of Irelaua; and 
they entered that Kingdom with a gallant Army of 20000, of which Mont was obſerved 
the Iutelar Angel: But after a while being there, what with Sickneſs,” and continual Har:

And now General Monk had hopes ſome little time to reſt himſelf and viſit his Friends:

reduced that whole Country to Subjection, and did fo far awe the Hg Landers, that they 
durſt not ſo much as ſteal a Cow; and in the moſt thieveſh Part of the Country, if there 
were but a Horſe ſtray d they would Cry him. A thing never done by the braveſt General 
before, thus to penetrate that mountaineus Country, and ſo wholly to ſubdue it. | 

*  Afﬀeer this Submiſſion, the General returns to Edenburgh, where he gives Articles to all 
that would come in; and ſo all Scotland now becomes quiet. Here the General, having an 
Inclination to a Country Lite, delighting in Planting and Husbandry, he rented Dalkeith, 
a ſtarely Palace belonging tothe Counteſs of Backe/eugh (ſince, to the late Duke of Monmouth 
about five Miles from Edenburgh; having a noble Park wall'd about, full of Trees, and two 
Rivers running thro? with a curious Garden and Orchard: Here he liv'd in the mid of all 

the Bleſſings that a Country Retirement could afford. And he did not engroſs his Happineſs to 
himſelf, but took care that the whole Kingdom ſhould enjoy thoſe Bleſſings, which he wanted 
not; for by his care of conſtant Supplies of money from England, & due payment of his Soldiers, 
and equal Charity to Scotch men, with others, he did ſo enrich that Country, that Scotland 

was never fuller of Treaſure, and the Commodities did never vend at a better rate: Inſomuch, 
*tis almoſt incredible with what Humility and Meekneſs the Conquerours liv'd among the 
Conquered ; the Scots themſelves began to fall in love with their Enemies, and there was hard. 
ly any other Contention among them, than who:ſhould be moſt loving one to the other. 

In this calm ſerene Condition did General Monk, and the whole Kingdom of Scotlani, 
continue many ears, even td the Death of Cromwel, Sept. 3. 1658; when that great Uſur. 

per went out of the World in a Storm, ſuch a one, as was ſcarce ever known the like. Soon

Argument, in company of ſeveral zealous Popiſh Prieſts, and others; and oppoing their 
great Opinion of the Council of Trent, by expoling the great Artifice, the ſineſter Deſigns, 
and monſtrous Unfaithfulneſs of the Court of Rome, together with the Corruption in that 
Council i or rather Conventicle, becauſe ſo falſe and partial a Convention) eſtabliſhing tome 
of the groſſeſt Errors of that Church, ſuch as the Doctrines of Tranſubſtantiat ion, the Poyc”s 
byfalibility, and the like Points, not made, de fde, until then, tho' before they had been 


creeping in, by the Pope's Emiſfaries, as things of great profit to the Conclave: All which, 


Mr. Newte, managing the Diſcourſe at that time, did expoſe with ſo much Courage, and 
Learning, and clearneſs of Argument, as that his Adverſaries could not ſtand before him in 


Velence of thoſe Poſitions ; but finding themſelves ſhamefully baffled, were provoked ia 


far as to ſay, That they would give him an Auſirer if they met him at Rome. "This Threat

Sermon; in the Concluſion whereof, he wittily retorted that of our Saviour's Parable, That

Before the Committee he was likewiſe accuſed by Lewis Stackley (the moſt celebrated In 
dependent Preacher in the County) after this manner upon Oath : | 
Gentlemen, [can ſay nothing upon mine own Knowledge, but as I was travelling once from Ply- 
mouth to Loo, I met a Gentleman, who told me, That he heard another Gentleman ſay, that Mr. 
Newte, when he was in France, did very much promote the Ring's Intereſt there. © 
And one Mr. Kynewell (who had ſometime been Mr. Newte's Curate in Tiverton ) prov'd 
alſo a great Betrayer of him, and declar d before the Committee, That Mr. Newte perſwaded 
him to take the Proteſt ation then ſet out in behalf of the King, and that he had never dine it if 
he had not forced him unto it, againſt his Judgment and Inclination. Tho? *tis well known, MI. 
that the ſaid Ringmell was fo well fatisfy'd therein at firſt, that he not only took it himſcl', MI. 
but uſed his Endeavours to perſwade others to do it alſo, and that in the Pulpit too. 
UD pon thoſe moſt criminal Accounts of Duty and Loyalty, and by ſuch Witneſſes and 
Judges as theſe, was this good Man adjudged unworthy to ſtay any longer at Tiverton; 
and that they might render his ſtay there the more uneaſy, they endeavoured to vex him 
thence, by putting him to chargeable and troubleſome Journeyg. ſometimes to London, 
ſometimes to Plymouth, then back again to Otrery St. Mary, and the like. When this would 
not do, they would K perpetually quartering Soldiers upon him, ſometimes ten, ſome- 
times a dozen at once, and altogether upon Free-quarter ; and thoſe generally ſuch as were 
the leudeſt and molt profligate Villians, and the greateſt Enemies to the Clergy in the 
whole Regiment: And when this alſo faild, tho? he himſelf was forced to obſcond for feat 
of greater danger, his Wife was threatned, by the Commiſſioners in Town, to be thrown 
out of Doors, with her tender Infants, into the High-way, if they would not depart; and 
the Mob of the Town were encouraged to make Alarms all Night, at the Gates and Doors 
of the Houle ſeveral times, to weary and frighten her out by their perpetual Diſturbances ; 
all which, with many more Indigaities, too tedious to relate, the poor Gentlewoman bore 
a longtime with a great deal of Patience and Courage; but at laſt ſhe was forced to r- 
move, though even then ſhe refuſed to deliver up the Poſſeſſion, and ſtoutly told them,

But it was hot long before he was befriended by the honourable Collonel Baſſe: of 
Heanton-Court, with a Preſentation to that Pariſh of, Heanton (lying on the North. ide of 
the River Taw, about Five Miles below Barnſtaple, in its way to the Severp.Sea ) Ano 
1656; where he was highly beloved, and remained free and undiſturbed, until the happy 
Reſtauration of the King and Church, in the Year 1669 ; 

Here, as well as before at Tyzverion, when *twas criminal to uſe the Liturgy, and read 
the very Commandments and other parts of Scripture, according to the Order of the 
excellent Church of England; he conſtantly read the Twentieth Chapter of Læodus, with 
others of his own chooſing. And then having digeſted our incomparable Forms of Prayer 
into another Method (as the famous Dr. ee and other eminent Divines, are ſaid 
at that time to have done) made uſe of them in the ſeveral Offices of the Church. And 
when and where he could with ſafety, he would make uſe of the Common Prayer according 
to his Duty. %% et ons OI... ö 
In the Year of our Lord 1660, was Mr. Newte reſtored again to his former Preferments 
at Tiverton, ap been forced to remove his Goods and a. great Family -from place to 
place (by means of the War) to his great Loſs, no leſs than ſeven times. And once ver 
narrowly eſcaped being murdered by one Nath. Berry, a violent Enemy to the Church of 
England, on the way he was to have gone to officiate in his turn at the Church; but, by 
great Providence, this wicked Deſign and horrid Parricide was fruſtrated, by his being 
accidentally hindered from coming to Town at that time: This the ſaid Berry confeſſed 
upon his Beath- Bed. And to ſee the Gratitude as well as Piety of this pretended Saint, 
this fame Nath. Berry had killed a Man in Tiverton before; for which he was Try'd, and 
Condemn'd to Die: But obtained his Pardon by the means of the ſaid Mr. Richard 
Newte, and his elder Brother Mr. Henry Newte, who made Friends for his Reprieve. So 
true is the Proverb often found to be, Save 4 Rogue from the Gallows, and he will cut your 
Throat.

Colt and Value. Many other of the Rooms were well adorned with Moldiogs and Fret- 
work; ſome of whoſe Marble Clavils were ſo delicately fine, that they would reflect an 
Object true and lively fron: a great diſtance. .

Her Favour and 
his Parts began to allarm his Rivals ; they think he grows to faſt in their Miſtreſs's good 

Opinion. Hence they endeavour privately to undermine his Eſteem, and ftop the Current 

of the Queen's Affection. To accompliſh: which, they, thought a Rival the moſt likely 
Courſe. They wanted an opportunity to procure Ralegh'sablence, and introduce the Earl 
of Eſſex. Long they did not expect, before one offered it ſelf; for the Queen being willing 

to encourage Ralegh, ſent him on a Voyage to Sea. Nor did he make a vain and fruitlels 
one; for at his return, he brought News of a new Country, diſcovered by him in the 
Year 1584. called, in honour of the Queen, Virginia: a Country, that hath been ſince of no 
inconſiderable Profit to our Nation; it being ſo agreeable to our Ergliſh Bodies, ſo profita- 

ble to the Exchequer, and fo fruitful in its ſelf; an Acre there yielding often forty Buſhels of 
Corn; and, which is more ſtrange, there being three Harveſts in a Year: for their Corn is 
 ſow'd, ripe, and cut down, in little more than two Monts 
For this and other Beneficial Expeditions and Deſigns, her Majeſty, this Year, 1584, 

was pleaſed to confer on him the Honour of Knighthood ; which in her Reign was more 
eſteem'd than in her Succeſſors: the Queen keeping the Temple of Honour cloſe *ſhut, and 
never open'd, but to Vertue and Deſert. _ Nor was ſhe, indeed, ever haſty: to re- 
ward; for ſhe ſeldom paid in any other Coin, than Patents and Good Words. Hence our 
Sir Walter's Rewards are quickly enumerated ; for he got nothing, after all his Exploits and 
Deſigns, but the Wardenihip of the Stanneries, Command of the Guard, and the Govern- 
mow of Jerſey and Virginia; Places of no great Profit, nor anſwerable to his Worth or jult

In 1588 /the grand Climacterick of Spain (I)) Sir Walter, by his admirable Courage 
and Conduct, was very Inftrumenral in giving that fatal Blow to the Invincible Armab. 
Three Tears this Giant had been growing to that portentous Greatneſs, with infinite Ex- 
pences and Induſtry; but was beaten, ruined, and diſhonourably overthrow'n in leſs than 
a Months ſpace. But in a ſhort time after, recovering this Shock, the Spaniards began to 

renew their former Deſigns. Sir Walter Ralegh being then a Member of Parliament, which 
began Feb. 19. 1592. informed the Houſe, That without Subſides the iminent Dangers 
could not be prevented, which were then threatned from Spain. Of which he ſpake, as he 
proteſted, not only to pleaſe the Queen, to whom he: was infinitely obliged, but for the 
Neceſſity he both faw and koew. Withal adviſing rather to carry the War into the Enc- 
mies Country, than to expect him here at home.

She was chiefly inſtrumental in bringing that Noble College to 
perfection : For however Nicholas Hadham, her Husband, had deſign'd it in his Life-time, 
yet before he begun it he was taken away by Death, and ſo left the whole Menagery of that 
Affair to her, as his Executrix, and ſome Friends in Truſt: A more particular Account 
whereaf, may not prove unacceptable to the Candid Reader here to relate. |
